Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  honour  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1 962. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  the 
population  has  increased,  from  3340  in  1961  to  3370  in  1962. 

The  birth  rate  (l  8 • 3 ) is  higher  than  last  year  (13*0 
and  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (18.0) 

The  death  rate  (15.4)  is  higher  than  last  year  (13*2) 
and  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.9) 

Again  as  for  many  years  past  the  chief  causes  of  death  were 
in  diseases  associated  with  elderly  people. 

There  has  been  further  damage  to  Council  water  mains, 
hewu;rs  and  houses-  due  "to  mining  subsidence* 


Efforts  have  been  made  to  maintain  satisfactory 
effluents  from  the  three  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district. 

Consultant  Engineers  are  preparing  a further  report 
dealing  with  the  serious  overloading  etc.,  at  the  Donisthorpe 
Lane  Works  and  are  preparing  a scheme  for  the  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Albert  Village. 

10  houses  have  been  erected  by  private  enterprise  and  10 
were  under  construction  by  private  enterprise  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Council  Houses  is  49  and 
the  number  received  during  the  year  was  9. 

The  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  shops  and  canteens 
in  the  district  is  very  satisfactory. 

Good  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  implementing 
of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  1 955. 

I am  pleased  that  the  number  of  children  receiving 
immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  remains  high.

Hospitals. 

All  hospitals  except  a few  private  Maternity  and  Nursing 
Homes  are  under  the  Sheffield  Regional  Board.  The  County  Homes 
for  the  aged  and  infirm  are  under  the  auspices  of  the  County 
Council.  When  their  residents  take  ill  they  become  the 
responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  every  2nd  and  4th  Thursday 
afternoon  at  the  Centenary  Methodist  Church,  Measham  Road,  Moira. 

The  Ante-natal  Clinics  are  held  at  Bridge  Road,  Coalville,  and  the 
Tuberculosis  Clinic  at  Markfield  Hospital  under  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  Relaxation  classes  for  pregnant  mothers  are  held  at  Ivanhoe 
Community  Centre,  Ashby  on  Wednesday  mornings  except  during  school 
holidays. 

Ambulance  Pacilities. 


The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  all  ambulance  facilities 
in  the  County.  Colliery  accidents  are  removed  by  ambulances 
provided  by  the  National  Coal  Board  stationed  at  Nail  stone  Colliery 
and  Rawdon  Colliery. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

All  district  Nursing  and  Midwifery  is  under  the  control 
of  the  County  Council. 

Health  Visiting. 

This  work  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is  very 
ably  carried  out  in  this  area.  A Diabetic  Health  Visitor  attends 

the  Clinic  at  the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and  visits  the  patients 
in  their  homes  on  request.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water  Supply, 

The  water  supply  to  the  whole  of  the  district  was 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  3 samples  of  treated  water 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  found  satisfactory. 

Much  time  and  trouble  was  again  necessitated  in  the  location 
and  repair  of  fractured  mains.  Generally  speaking,  prompt  attention 
ensured  that  supplies  were  disrupted  for  as  short  a time  as  possible. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  maintain  satisfactory  effluents  from 
all  three  sewage  disposal  works  and  reports  of  samples  indicate  a 
slight  improvement. 


I t^b" expected  that  further  mining  subsidence  will  shortly 
necessitate  th©  main  sewage  works  at  Donisthorpe  Lane  being  abandoned. 

The  Council’s  Consultant  Engineers  are  at  present  exploring 
the  possibility  of  treatpig  sewage  from  the  lower  regions  of  the 
district  at  a joint  works  with  the  Ashby  Rural  District  Council  at 
Donisthorpe. 

It  has  been  recommened  that  all  sewage  from  the  proposed 
development  at  Norris  Hill,  together  with  that  from  existing  propertie 
north  east  of  Moira  Station  be  diverted  to  the  Blackfordby  outfall 
sewer  for  eventual  treatment  at  the  Ashby  Urban  District  Council’s 
sewage  works  at  Packington. 

Sewers. 

In  a district  which  is  badly  affected  by  subsidence  it  is 
sup rising  that  sewers  and  drains  continue  to  function  as  well  as 
they  do.  Troubles  were  mainly  of  a minor  nature  and  were  attended 
to  immediately.

In  July  1 962,  a middle  aged  woman  was  found  to  have 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  All  the  people  in  the  house  were  kept 
under  observation,  and  in  October,  1 962  it  was  found  that  a boy 
aged  13  had  developed  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  These  people  lived 
in  a rather  poor  house,  occupied  by  four  adults. 

There  is  free  co-operation  between  Local  Authority  and  the 
Chest  Physician  at  Markfield  Hospital  and  every  assistance  is  given 
in  the  ascertainment  of  contacts,  re-housing  or  in  employment. 


A special  clinic  for  contacts  has  been  working  very 
satisfactorfiyat  Markfield  and  General  Practitioners  have  availed 
themselves  fully  of  X-ray  facilities.
